The engine room and equipment store are situated aft; the, hold is amidships , and in 
the forecastle there are two double cabins and living quarters for eight men. Horse 
power of the engines and speed could not be ascertained. 

2, It is planned to install sope sort of armament at a later date* and reinforcement 
of certain sections of the boat has been envisaged in the construction with this 
end in view. 

3 a Three shipyards for the production of these KFKs are to be constructed in northern 
US5K, one of them at Petrosavodsk, on lako Cfeiegs^ . Facilities at the existing 
yard in Petrosavodsk are to be utilized until the new shipyard is completed.

4* The craft are to be constructed on an assembly line and, instead of a conveyor belt, 
each boat will be assembled on a trolley.

The latter design, produced by the 
Ingenieur Btfro Tendel in Hamburg, was delivered to ’VarnemtShde in raid-? 'arch 1948 by 
Vfendel himself. Ills designs and catalogue of machine parts filled two fat volumes. 

His project envisaged the construction of a yard on the sane specifications as for 
the Soviet- type KFK, but concerned itself more with a type of air-sea rescue vessel.
